T U perfectly natural for young 
babies to sleep the best part of the 


twenty-four hours. When they do this it 
is a sign of health, due to intelligent 
care asd training. It is not natural for 
babies to be so nervous that they are 
wakeful most of the time; when this is 
the case, it is usually because their 
nerves and stomach have been over- 
stimulated by poor feeding and too much 
amusement innocently caused by igno- 
rance on the part of those who care 
for th*™. rather than neglect From the 
hour of birth is none too early to start 
a baby right Sleeplessness aad indiges- 
tion are closely related. If a baby is not 
given, the right kind of food, or is fed 
at irregular intervals, it is sure to suffer 
from indigestion; and who could expect 
ft baby t» peacefully sleep with a pain 
fa his little stomach? 
Every mother 


Should nurse her baby, if possible. It 
ahould be fed at certain regular hours, 
Bot when most convenient For the first 
two weefca. feed a baby once 'in two 
hours, during the third and fourth week 
tmce in two and one-half hours; com* 
nenemff with the fifth week every three 
hours. Let nothing interfere with the 
punctuality of meals, even baby's pre- 
cious sleep; its digestion is first in im- 
portance and sleep will naturally follow. 
At night feed the baby twice between 


, rix or seven P. M. and morning, after 


i the third ot fourth month feed only once 


at night, ten P. M. Of course the less a 
>aby is disturbed at night the better, 
eo take advantage of the opportunity 
when awake for the feeding, to change 
the diaper. The things that contribute 
to a baby's comfort and rest during the 
day, are the daily bath, clean, warm 
clothing, comfortably adjusted to his 


body; a well-ventilated room, moder- 
ately quiet, and freedom from many use- 
less and well-meant efforts toward 
amusement, of which the baby is wholly 
unappreciative, and which disturb and 
tax its nerves. The conscious awaken- 
ing of the babe to the world and the use 
of its different senses should be very 
gradual The things that contribute at 
night to jnake babies nervous, restless 
and wakeful <ue: *Jiowing them to nurse 
at the breast; having the bottle or a 
pacifier all night; rocking, walking, sing- 
ing or talking to them; taking them up 
every time they cry; sleeping in the bee 
with another person, whether adult or 
child; a poorly ventilated room, espe- 
cially when the air is laden with tobacco 
smoke. The air in the sleeping room 
should be fresh and sweet Follow these 
rules which are golden: Commence 
preparations for the night one-half hour 
before bed-time. Remove the clothing 
and give the body a hasty sponging witl 
warm water. The night clothing should 
consist of band, shirt, diaper and a 
warm, long night gown. Never put the 
baby to bed in the clothing it has worn 
all day. 
In cold weather warm the 


gown before putting it on the baby 
then feed the baby and put it in its crib 
which has also been warmed. Never put 
the baby to bed with cold hands and 
feet; wsna them first and place a hot 
water bag in the bed at a distance from 
the child, where it cannot touch it, but 
will radiate its warmth beneath the cov- 
ering. When baby is comfortably tucked 
in its bed, turn out the light and leave 
the room and do not come back if it 
cries. By returning and making efforts 
to quiet it you will establish a useless 
habit and one that will be bard to break.
